Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 10, 13-16, 18 and 19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present claims are allowable over the closest prior art of Iwasaki (US 
4,769,442). 

Applicant claims a process for producing a polyarylene sulfide (PAS) comprising: 

• reacting an alkali sulfide or alkali hydrosulfide and a di-halo aromatic compound 
in organic amide solvent, after an alkali metal hydroxide is added as needed, 

• separating the polymer slurry from the solution through a screen, 

• washing the separated PAS polymer with an organic solvent, comprising acetone 
or alcohol, 

• recovering the organic solvent by distillation, 

• purifying the recovered organic solvent by (i) adding and inorganic acid to said 
solvent and distilling again or (ii) bringing the recovered solvent into contact with 
activated carbon and then conducting distillation again, wherein said steps (i) or 
(ii) are performed in order to lower the content of methylamine to at most 3,000 
ppm by weight, 

• recycling the purified solvent to the washing step of the PAS. 

Iwasaki teaches a process for producing a polyarylene sulfide (PAS) comprising: 
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• reacting an alkali sulfide and a di-choloroaromatic compound/di-halo aromatic 
compound in N-methylpyrrolidone(NMP)/aromatic amide solvent, 

• separating the polymer slurry from the solution using a sieve, 

• washing the separated PAS polymer with an organic solvent, preferably acetone, 

• recovering the organic solvent by distillation, 

• recycling the recovered solvent to the washing step of the PAS. 

No prior art teaches or fairly suggests the claimed process for purifying the 
distilled organic solvent with an acid or with activated carbon prior to the second 
distillation in order to remove methylamine by-product from the solvent to less than 
3,000 ppm before recycling said solvent into the washing step of the PAS.
